Shawnee, Okla., March 19.—As the 
result of the killing on South Union 
street here at 3 o’clock Sunday af­ 
ternoon of Hank Meeks, gambler and 
bootlegger, by Deputy Sheriff Dock 
Tillman, sentiment is running high 
and the authorities 
are 
watching 
closely for any attempt at violence 
against the deputy sheriff. 


'Meeks has been arrested here sev­ 
eral times on bootlegging charges. 
He is said to be worth between $15,- 
000 and $20,000. Sunday afternoon, 
according to the reports of the kill­ 
ing, Deputy Sheriff Tillman searched 
Meeks, expecting to find whiskey on 
his 'person. Failing in that, it is said, 
he told Meeks he would arrest him 
anyhow. It is said that Meeks resent­ 
ed this and resisted the attempt of 
the deputy sheriff to arrest him. It 
is said that Tillman told Meeks he 
would get a warrant and then arrest 
him, in reply to which Meeks used 
profane language and told Tillman 
to ‘get his warrant.” 
It is said that upon Meeks’s reply 
the deputy turned, drew his revolver 
and fired three times, every shot tak­ 
ing effect. Meeks dropped dead. The 
fatal bullet struck him in the left 
side, ploughing its way through his 
back, and imbedded itself in his spi­ 
nal column. 
The body was taken to the under­ 
taking rooms of Flemming & Brown. 
Dr. W. N. McGee, county coroner, im- 
'paneled a jury, which was sworn in 
over the body. The inquest was con­ 
tinued until 1:30 o’clock Munday af­ 
ternoon when evidence will be heard. 
Deputy Sheriff Tillman was taken 
in custody toy two officers from the 
police department and will be held 
to wait the action of the coroner's 
jury. 
Meeks, although having the repu­ 
tation of being a “bad man” in gen­ 
eral, ie called a “good fellow” and 


has made many friends. He has lived 
here for years, during which time he;

PLENTY OF GLOYULE 
RIBBER IN SIGHT 


Torreon, Mexico, March 
20.—The 
guayule 
rubber 
m anufacturers 
of 
Mexico are preparing to place the 
industry on a permanent basis. Fears 
that the shrub would soon become 
exhausted have been dissipated by 
successful experiments in propagat­ 
ing it. It can be grown from slips 
and is so hardy that it requires prac­ 
tically no attention after planting. 
The Intercontinental Rubber com­ 
pany and other large manufacturers 
in the Torreu district are convert­ 
ing hundreds of thousands of acres 
of desert lands in Zacatecas, Sail 
Luis Potosi and Ooahuiia into guay- 
ule plantations. It is said there is 
enough of the wild guayule availably 
to keep the factories running three 
or four years, until the propagated 
shrubs attain commercial size. 
It is estimated that this year’s ex­ 
portation of the product will exceed 
$25,(XX),OOO gold in value. On some of 
the ranches enormous quantities of 
the shrub have been gathered and 
baled and the bales are being held 
for an increase in price. The indus­ 
try has

fabulous 
wealth Co many landowners of north­ 
ern Mexico during the past five or 
six years.

TO VOTERS OF IDA 


It has been brought to my notice 
that certain 
erroneous 
statements 
have been and are being rumored and 
circulated relative to my action in 
the late $150,000 waterworks exten­ 
sion bond election, the

that in justice to myself and those

eral minor defects w'hich Mr. Loomis 
stated could be remedied, but, that 
there was one defect which was fa­ 
tal and could not be cured without 
a new election. This defect occurred 
in the title to the ballot used at the 
election. The ballot used read “qual­ 
ified tax-paying voters." Mr. Loomis 
and Mr. Weber claiming that it should 
have read “qualified property 
tax­ 
paying voters.” 
My contention 
is. 
that the use of the words “qualified 
voters” is sufficient on the title of 
the ballot. Here are the requirements 
made by the constitution and laws 
of the ©tate; Each voter must be able 
to subscribe this oath:

soldier 
in the regular array or marine in the 
Navy of the United Statees.

Weber O r Mr. Loomis, that all these 
requirements must be placed in the 
notice for the election. The laws are 
written in our constitution and stat­ 
utes and not on our election ballots. 
Our election officers are furnished 
under the law w'ith a copy of the 
law’s governing any particular kind 
of election being held, and two 
of 
them are designated as judges of the 
election and it is their duty under 
the law to test the qualifications of 
the voter when he presents himself 
to vote. 
It is indeed unfair to jump at 
a 
conclusion that because the proceed­ 
ings in a bond issue were turned 
down by a bond attorney that the 
record is illegal, as these bond at­ 
torneys have certain red tape rules, 
w'hich they require before they put 
their approval upon the issue and 
these rules are not all law, by any 
means. If you adopt this theory, the 
City of Ada has never had a compe­ 
tent City Attorney, as this City has 
rawer voted an issue of bonds 
that 
met the requirements of any of these 
bond attorneys, until after the defect

W ashington, March 19.—Peace 
is 
assured in th e Republic of Mexico 
within the present week if certain 
influences now at work toward that 
end prove effective. 
W ith the arrival in the City of Hex 
leo of Senior Liniantour, m inister of 
finance, President Diaz will being a 
series of conferences which it is ex­ 
pected, will result in the announce­ 
ment within three or four days of a 
reorganized Cabinet. 
■Minister Lim afour will present an 
explanation of the dem ands of the 
revolutionists and th e changes in the 
official fam ily of President Diaz, as 
well as the institution of certain re­ 
forms, are confidently expected to ap­ 
pease th e insurgents. 
Troops iii Texas May Be Withdrawn 
Soon. 
In the m eantim e, President Taft, 
who will arrive here tom orrow m orn­ 
ing from Augusta, Ga., will confer 
with Am bassador de la Barra, and 
tbere is good ground for the assum pt 
tion th a t the troops now concentrat­ 
ed in Texas will im m ediately begin 
a series of m aneuvers and retu rn 
shortly to th eir posts. 
In addition to this, when conditions 
are norm al in Mexico, a com plete 
statem ent of reasons actuating the 
mobilization of troops will be issu­ 
ed from the White* House. 
Indications of the coming of peace 
in 'Mexico are also strengthened by 
the m anner in which the revolution­ 
ists have commented upon the m ag­ 
azine article of Am bassador 
a Bar­ 
ra and the significant spirit of ex 
pectancy with which the results of 
Senor Liniantour s conference in the 
City of Mexico th is week are aw ait­ 
ed by organs of insurgent sentim ent. 
N'ot a single adverse com m ent was 
recorded in M exican new spapers to 
the proposal of th e Mexican Ambas 
sador th at all 
classes 
in 
Mexico 
should unite for the prom otion of the 
National unity. 
Insurgents are Determined 
for Re­ 
form. 
According to private advices here, 
anticipation is m anifest in the cir­ 
cles of both the insurgents and the 
supporters 
of 
the 
federal 
govern­ 
ment. The insurgents have taken the 
stand th at their operations have prov­ 
ed they are willing to risk a good 
deal for the adoption of certain re­ 
form s in the governm ent, and, failing 
in this, they will continue the strife. 
Besides th e proposals which Senor 
Liniantour is known to be hearing to 
President Diaz, it is reported th at the 
wishes of prom inent insurgent sym ­ 
pathizers in various parts of the re­ 
public have become known to P resi­ 
dent Diaz and will play no small 
part in the reorganization of his cab­ 
inet. 


BILL PROROGATE 
CHINESE PHEASANTS 
Muskogee, Okla., March 
20.—The 
People of eastern Oklahoma are eag- 
< rly seizing the opportunity offered 
by th, state to 
.propagate 
Chinese 
pheasants as a wild game bird in this 
section of the state, particularly in 
the Cherokee hills, which are ideal 
breeding ground for the birds. The 
first consignm ent of these pheasants 
arrived from the state game depart­ 
ment Saturday. They will be taken 
to the Cherokee nation and put in 
charge of the keepers or the Sequoy­ 
ah, Ozark and W auhillau hunting and 
fishing clubs along the Illinois river. 
In addition to the club m em bers 
who have received pheasants for pro­ 
pagation a num ber of private indi­ 
viduals also have made applications 
for the birds. Ix>n Fram e, state game 
warden, will visit this section of the 
state m*xt week and will inspect the 
region around the three clubs m en­ 
tioned with a view to the adaptabil­ 
ity of th at section for propagating 
game, and also for a practical loca­ 
tion for a state fish hatchery. Mr. 
Fram e will be petitioned to appoint 
an assistant state game ward'. *n from 
Tahlequah or vicinity, who will as­ 
sist in the plan of propagating gam e 
and fish and enforce the laws against 
killing gam e out of season and dyna­ 
m iting the stream s for fish.
